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THE ELECTION FRAUD CASES. 


After was 


Action Taken To-day By The District Attor- 
ney In The Federal Court. 


United States District Attorney Bashaw to- 
day appeared in the District Court and entered 
a nolle prosequi in the remaining election 
fraud cases upon the docket. In 
the case of Patrick Golden it 


will be remembered that he was convicted 
upon one count of the indictment, inducing 
John Prendergast to personate and vote in the 
name of Christian. The court, how- 
ever, set that verdict aside on 
the ground that the testimony did not show 
that Golden bad any knoweldge at the time 
that the man’s name was not Chris- 
tian. The Governainent counsel have sifted the 
evidence since and hav,sng nofresh testimony to 
offer and seeing nof chance of a conviction 
without new evidence there was no other 
course open than to dismiss. 

In the case of Michael J. Kenefick there was | 
no conviction. He was indicted for interfering 
with one of the United States Supervisors of 
Election. The District Attorney, having no 
new evidence to present, determined to dis- 
miss the case. 

A nolle prosequi was entered likewise in each 


of the remaining cases against Michael 
O’ Toole, Daniel Shannon, Charles 
Smith and Patrick Bradley. They 
could not be found when the 


indictments were retprned and have not been 
heard of in the city since. The election fraud 
cases are now wiped off the docket. 


Gov. Morehouse on the Situation.

A HEAVY FAILURE, 


THE ASSIGNMENT OF W. T. COLEMAN & CO. 
OF SAN FRANCISCO. 


Cause of the Failure—Mr. Coleman’s State- 
ment—Numerous Small Establishments 
on the Pacific Coast Involved—The Princi- 
pal Creditors in New York—Liabilities and 
Assests. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 8.—The wholesale 
commission house of Wm. T. Coleman & Co. 
made an assignment yesterday to L. I. Baker 


and Louis Sloss for the benefit of their cred- 
itors. The assets of the firm are estimated at 
from $4,000,000 to $4,500,000 and the liabilities at 
32,000, 000. 

Wm. T. Coleman, in an interview re garding 
the assignment of his firm yesterday, said: 
‘*I needed $300,000 to meet obligations in New 
York, due within afew days, and could not 
raise the amount without making promises 
and assuming obligations that Isaw no prob- 
ability of meeting. 

Mr. Coleman stated positively that the fail- 
ure was not due to outside speculation. 


No Creditors in Chicago. 


CRICAGO, III., May 8—W. T. Coleman & 
Co., have had no agency in either Chicago or 
New York since January 1, their business in 
both cities having passed into the hands of 


Delafield, Morgan, Kissell & Co., of 
which firm . B. McGovern, the 
former Chicago agent of Coleman 


&Co.,isamember. Mr. McGovern was seen 
at his house by areporter, and said that he 
first heard of the failure a few hours before. 
It was as great a surprise to him as he knew it 
would be tothe business community gener- 
ally. He estimated the lHiabilities at 
$2,000,000, nearly all of which would fall 
upon New York City. Not a dollar 
would be lost in Chicago through the failure. 
The firm had been considered thoroughly re- 
liable and its credit was excellent. Its paper 
had been on the market and was chiefly in the 


hands of various New York banks 
upon whom the loss would 
fall. The collapse would also 


inyolve many salmon and fruit canning estab- 
lishments of the Pacific Coast, and many of 
those concerns would be unable to survive 
the crash. 

Mr. McGovern was the attorney, as well as 
the local agent of the Coleman Co., and 
wound up its affairs before they with 
drew from this point. He had seen some 
things that he did not exactly like, but was 
not prepared for any such outcome. He 
thought the firm would be able to make a 


ood showing toward a settlement. Mr. 
oleman, he said, was a thy 
man. He was a large Pacific 


Coast land owner, besides being extensively 
interested in other enterprises. His firm, he 
sad, had often advanced money tothe San 
Francisco house, but bad taken goods for 
every dollar of it, and would not lose a cent. 
Coleman &Co. have done business in Chi- 
cago amounting to as much as $200,000.

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THE WATER-GAS CO.’8 CHARTER. 


Renewal of the Fight for Its Forfeiture This 
„ Afternoon, 


The decision of Judge Valliant in the Circu'!t 
Court yesterday sustaining the demurrer of 
the Water-Gas Co. to the application 
of the city to forfeit the Water-Gas Co. s 
charter while it bad the effect of 
terminating that phase of the litigation look - 
ing to the forfeiture was not a deathbiow tothe 
city’s case. Counselor Bell for the city had 
held that inasmuch as the charter granted by 
the city to the Water-Gas Co. prohibited pool 
ing with other gas companies prescribing for- 
feiture as a penalty for pooling the charter 
was forfeited by the absorption in the 
St. Louls Gas Trust of all tho 
stock of the Water Gas Co. Counselor Bell 
asked on the facts as he presented them that 
the court decree a forfeiture, and Judge Val- 
liant decided that a court of equity could not 
decree a forfeiture in such manner. The 
city must decide for itself that the char- 
ter had been forfeited by the Water- 
Gas Co., and acting upon that 
decision proceed to remove the company’s 
pipes from the street. When this had been 
done the court could pass upon th® city’s po- 
sition. Ifthe court sustained the city, that 
decision would have the effect of a decree of 
forfeiture. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Bell had a confer- 
ence with the Mayor and the Street Commis- 
sioner in which it was decided that the city 
would to-morrow morning at 11 o’clock pro- 
ceed to tear up the mains leading to the W ater- 
Gas Co.’s works on Clark avenue and Eigh- 
teenth street. This would cause the company 
to suspend operations, and the contest would 


then be taken into court in the 
manner suggested by Judge Val- 
liant. It was not expected by the Coun- 


selor that it would be actually necessary 
to tear up the Water-Gas Co.’s mains. The 
decision arrived at on thé partof the city to 
do so was thought to be sufficient, and it has 
proved sotobe. Mr. Bell notified the attor- 
neys of the Water-Gas Uo. of the de- 
cision In a note which was de- 
livered late last evening. This morning he 


received a reply from E. B. Adams who, as 
attorney for the Gas Trust, is acting for the 
Water-Gas Co. in this matter, stating 
that at 2 o’clock this afternoon application for 
an injunction would be made on behalf of the 
company in the Circuit Court to restrain the 
N from tearing up the company’s mains. 
ounselor Bell was seen soon after the re- 
ceipt of this note. He said: ‘*All the questions 
in the matter will be raised in the injunction 
1 We say the Water Gas Co. 
as violated its character in ling, and 
that its charter is forfeited. We act upon 
that theory and proceed to tear up the Water- 
Gas Co.’s mains. The Court stops us with 
a restraining order and before tnat order 
is made permanent the Court must pass upon 
the question of forfeiture.’’ 
Mr. Adams asked Judge Valliant to hear the 
application this afternoon. The Judge refused 
and set it for 8 o’clock to-morrow morning.

HANGED AT PHILADELPHIA. 


Hall's Marder of His Mistress, Mrs. Lillian 
Kivers,and Attempted Saicide The Tragic 
Sequel to a Shamefal Scandal—Viccent, 
Alias Vineenze di Vita, Hanged for Mar- 
dering a Friendless Greek Sailor. 


PHILADELPHI4, Pa., May 8.—Robert G. Hall 
and David Vineent were hanged at the County 
I'rison here at 10:13 o’ clock this morning. 

The crime for which Robert G. Hall for- 
feited his life as a penalty was the murder of 
his mistress, Mrs. Lillian E. Rivers, in this 
city on the 8d of June of last year. The crime 
was the outcome of an insane jealousy, and 
the history oftbe affair exposes a remarkable 
story of love, hatred and jealous madness. 


Janes W. Rivers, an actor, whose stage 
name was James W. Reynolds, and as- 
sumed the nemme of Lillian in place of 
Sophia. Rivers was also somewhat of a piay- 


wright, and with varying success he fol- 


lowed the stage for a number of years. 
A few months before Hall’s crime 
Rivers became jeaious of is wife 
on account of her alleged intimacy 


with Hall and in a fit of passion fred a shot at 
her, which, however, did not take any serious 
eflect. He also attempted to take bis own 
life, but failed, and as soon as he recovered 
from the effects of his slight seif-inflicted 
wound, he left the city with his two cebildren 
with the intention of going to Kansas. His 
| attempt at murder and suicide had been 
}enused by his feelings of jealousy towards 
Hall, with whom he had often accused his 
wife of being intimate.

The line of march, as marked out by the 
syndicate, is to keep corn well up to 60 cents
